Mr. Dulles: 

a. Discussed the meeting that he was attending later in the morning 

of the proposed Plans Coordinating Group ("The Rockefeller Charter") and 
stated that several things were bothering him about the Charter as presently 
drafted. One of these vas that Mr. Stassen is removed from the group which 
considers our operations and Mr. Dulles remarked that Mr. Stassen had been 
most helpful to us in many ways. Another item was the statement which seemed 
to be in conflict with HCID 5412 which had the new group charged with detailed 
planning and approvals of operations. I ~~l was discussed in this 

connection. 

b. Reported on a letter from Senator Russell and stated that meetings 
with the Subcommittee had been set up for 4 and 8 March; meetings to be held 
in the Administration Building and will not touch upon substance, but largely 
be devoted to the problems of the Intelligence Community. Mr. Kirkpatrick 
asked that information on these meetings be held very closely, and pointed 
out that we are furnishing separate cars to bring the principals to the meet- 
ings as covertly as possible.

g. Reported on his meeting of yesterday with Admiral Radford and 
Secretary Anderson on ELI Iff. Stated it was obvious that Secretary Anderson 
had not been impartially briefed. Believed we got some of the matters cleared 
Tip, but stated we are still a long way apart.

a. Said a paper on guided missiles had been prepared for the IAC and 
recommended re-opening of the problem at the IAC with emphasis on what degree 
of coordination was being had in this field. Director approved.

Director deferred decision on this until a 
later date.
